The will of Zero Marx, wealthy sign man- 


ufacturer, wae filed for probate yesterday. 
Two of the sons, Walter and Zero Marx Jr., 
were cut off with $5 each. The chief benefi-

widow, Mrs. Amelia Marx, was given only 
the income from $15,000. 

One hour after the filing of the will the 
widow died suddenly. Heart disease was giv- 
en asthe cause. Her sons, Walter and Zero, 
with whom she lived at 642 Fullerton avenue, 
said she had long been ill and her heart was 
affected by her husband's death. 

The estate of Zero Marx was said to have 
been valued at $300,000. At the time of his 
death a suit for separate maintenance, filed 
by Mrs. Marx, was pending in thé courts. He 
died on New Tears eve. 

Had Dispute with Sons. 

During the last two years the business and 
domestic life of Zero Marx had been any- 
thing but smooth. A dispute with his sons, 
who were connected with his sign business, 
caused a split in the company. They ap- 
pealed to the courts and on Nov. 15, 1912, the 
two younger sons were ejected from their 
father’s office and arrested. They were ac- 
cused of assaulting one of the employée who 
objected to their changing the combination 


of the safe.

tenance, in which he stated she had conspired 
with hia sons to wrest the control of his busi- 
ness from him. He subsequently filed a bill 
for the recovery of 500 shares of stock, the 
controlling interest in the company, which 
he had turned over to her. 
“Free Love“ Charge Brought. 

Shortly before his death the sons accused 
him of being interested in a “free love“ col- 
ony. A suit was filed by the sons in Sep- 
tember, which attempted to show that he was 
unfit to manage his business. They asserted 
bis interest in magnetism, theosophy, medi- 
cine, asteopathy, neuropathy, chiropractice, 
metaphysics, auric influences, mesmerism, 
phrenology, mind reading, and auric radia- 
tion interfered with his business. The suit 
was pending at the tithe of his death. 

The will was taken before I. F. Dankowski, 
assistant to Judge Gregg. Emma Marx, sis- 
ter of Zero Marx, was given the income of

IS WORLD LOSING — 
POWER TO THINK? | 


Prof. A. D. Weeks Says It Is, 
and Predicts Civilization 
Decline. 


BECOMING AUTOMATONS. 


Declares Mechanical Contriv- 
ances Deaden Reasoning 
Faculties. 


Are civilized people, especially residents of 
cities, losing the power to think? 

Prof. Arland D. Weeks of the North Da- 
kota Agrioultural college, who writes in 
the current issue of the American Journal 
of Sociology, issued by the University of 
Chicago Press, says they are, and predicts 
that unless something is done to stimulate 
the reasoning faculties there will ensue a 
dearth of inventiveness and a decline of 
civilization.” 

Prof. Weeks ascribes the decreasing power 
to think to the invention of mechanisms of 
all sorts that require a minimum of intelli- 
gence for management, such as watches, 
engines, typewriters, adding machines; and 
to the “ centralizing of intelligence in man- 
agerial offices and a corresponding removal 
of problems from employés and agents.” 


Easy for Simpleton to Live, 

“It was never more easy for a simpleton 
to live,’’ he writes. Loet us not forget that 
an easy environment, with few conditions of 
surprise, throws the individua) down to the 
lower reactions and swings the beam toward 
devolution and degeneracy. It is common 
to refer to modern life as highly complex; 
but this should not be taken to mean that the 
complexity is necessarily thought compel- 
ling. One’s relations to this complex life 
may be so simple as to preclude those condi- 
tions of surprise required for intellectual 
advancement. 

“It is no longer necessary to understand 
principles and constructions to be able to 
use machinery. Many machines are put on 
the market ‘foolproof.’ Even the carton of 
breakfast food tells us where to open the 
bon Cut along this line.“ A dead level of 
almost automatic performance is forced upon 
factory employés, department workers, and 
quite generally upon salaried classes, not 
excluding a large percentage of those em- 
ployed in educational work. 


Praises Frontier Life. 
“Contrast the regimented lives of city 
workers and persons whose activities are 
directed from central offices with the fron- 
tiersman’s life or with a single day camping 
out. The improvising of utensils, meeting 
of emergencies, and reactions to the unex- 
pected give an exhilarating taste of a life 
which seems of a different world. The life 
of the frontier has given the world many 
of its most valuable assets from Lincoln and 
Mark Twain to the Torrens title-registra- 

tion law and the Australian ballot. 
“That the new situations of the day in 
civic affairs have found the public unpre- 


pared for their rational solution and that 


even leaders who might otherwise be states- 
men are found lacking in administrative 
ability of the highest grade is evidenced by 
failures of government.”

That women possess intellectual acumen 
equal to or greater than that of men, but 
have been prohibited from attaining emi- 
nende and leadership in the world's affairs 
because of the necessity of raising families 
and housekeeping, is the contention of Leta 
Stetter Hollingworth of New York City, who 
publishes statistics and deductions in the 
current issue of the American Journal of 
Sociology issued by the University of Chi- 
cago press. 

Miss Hollingworth states her paper is the 
outcome of a prolonged reflection on the doc- 
trine of greater male variability advanced by 
the psychologist, E. I. Thorndike. Dr. 
Thorndike’s contention is that because men 
differ in intelligence and energy by wider 
extremes than do women, eminence in the 
world’s affairs “inevitably belongs to them, 
and they oftener deserve it.“ 


Should Limit Children. 

Miss Hollingworth prints a compilation of 
statistics gained from experiments and meas- 
urements of men and women which tend to 
show women have greater range and are 
more variable in their intellects and ener- 
gies than men. Her conclusion is that 
women should limit the number of children 
they bear and find a way to vary from their 
mode as men do, for both the enrichment of 
society and the peace of individuals. 

It seems indubitable,”’ she writes, that 
great numbers of women of intellectual gifts, 
confronted with the necessity of choosing a 
‘career.’ or. ‘domestic happiness,’ have 
chosen, either consciously or unconsciously, 
the latter, 


No Fame for Housekeeper. 

„Housekeeping and the rearing of children, 
though much commended to women as proper 
fields for the exploitation of their talents, 
are, unfortunately for their fame, not fields 
in which eminence can be obtained. No one 
knows, for instance, who at present is the 
best housekeeper in America, nor who has 
borne and reared the largest and finest fam- 
ily of children. It is not known how much 
intellectual acumen is being brought to bear 
on these ends) Eminent Housekeepers and 
mothers as such do not exist. 

““ Undoubtedly one of the most fundamental 
and difficult problems that today confront 
thinking women is how to secure for them- 
selves the chance to vary from the mode of 
their sex and at the same time procreate ina 
social order that is built upon the assumption 
that there is and can be little or no variation 
in tastes, interests, and abilities within the 
female sex. It is a problem that never con- 
fronted men.”

But 
if the right kind of a man is not nominated 
we believe we can find a capable woman to 
oppose the present political bosses in this 
ward.

Only one 
small corner of it lies in a residence district, 
and even there it will be difficult to get the 
women out. The lodging house situation is

Urges Combination with Men. 

Katherine B. Newton, chairman of the 
ward organization, urged a combination of 
the forces of men and women in the ward on 
one good candidate. 

“ If we work with the men, she said, “ we 
can get rid of some of the corruption that 
now exists. I am positive that if all the per- 
sons here tonight will get out and work we 
can put a good, clean man in the place of the 
present alderman. We don't want to get a 
woman if we can get the right man.“ 

Mrs. Newton sent out a call for volunteers 
for precinct captains in the Woman's party. 


Cuarnecki Tells Conditions, 
Election Commissioner Anthony Czarnecki 
explained the conditions in the First ward. 
He said the inmates of the resorts in the south 
side levee will not be allowed to vote, unless 
the Supreme court decides to the contrary in 
the meantime.

Washington, D. C., Pastor 


Urges Blacks to Purchase 
Arms and Study Warfare. 


AUDIENCE GETS EXCITED. 


Oswald G. Villard Attacks Demo- 
erates for Segregating Fed- 
eral Employes. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—Negroes were 
urged to stop buying musical instruments 
and sending their children to dancing schools, 
and advised to spend their money for guns 
and military education tonight by the Rev. 
I. N. Ross, pastor’ of a Washington negro 
church, speaking to a large crowd assembled 
to celebrate the birthday of Charles Sum- 
ner. 

The preacher pleaded with the audience to 
prepare for war for their social, political, 
and industrial rights. 

Prepare for war in times of peace is the 
policy of this nation, he shouted. It should 
be your policy if you wish to break from the 
oppression, from the fetters of this era of 
new slavery.”’ 

Cries of We are with you; that’s right,” 
greeted the speaker, and the audience rose 
waving handkerchiefs and urging Ross to 
o on.“ 


Villard Assails Administration. 

When Oswald Garrison Villard of New 
York vigorously dissented from Ross’ advice 
the preacher again rose and repeated his 
declarations, drawing another enthusiastic 
outburst of approval. 

Mr. Villard made an address attacking the 
attitude of the Democratic administration 
toward the colored race, declaring that the 
position “in which the Democratic party 
finds itself today, with its president preach- 
ing a ‘new freedom’ and a number of re- 
actionary senators, congressmen, and cabi- 
net officers urging a new slavery, is indeed

OUR RIGHT TO moor ol 

The policy of “watchful waiting,” 
which has not been as passive as the verb 
implies, since it has included quiet. but 
emphatic pressure through diplomatic 
channels to discourage assistance from 
other than American sourees, has resulted 
in the pfogressive weakening of the 
Huerta régime. But the course of events 
in Mexico offers little or no more hope 
than ever of our avoiding intervention. So 
far as we can judge, there has developed 
no man or group of men capable of tak- 
ing charge of the situation when the 
Huerta government falls and, giving as- 
surance of a stable government acceptable 


to the Mexicans of all classes. A solu- 


tion of the Mexican difficulty by rational 
compromise among Mexican partisans 
with a genuine practicable program of such 
reforms as will promise reasonable prog- 
ress and quiet seems no nearer than ever. 
The rise of a single man sufficiently pow- 
erful and enlightened to adopt and set 
in motion such a program and keep peace 
meanwhile is equally absent from the 
horizon. 

Thus what now more than ever is to be 
expected is an indefinite continuance of 
the present chaos and the steadily grow- 
ing pressure upon us for an energetit in- 
terposition to bring order. 

That we have a right in international 
law, upon the conditions existing, to in- 
tervene seems to be clear. On this 
Charles Cheney Hyde, professor of inter- 
national law in Northwestern university, 
contributes a timely discusion to the Jan- 
uary issue of the Illinois Law Review. 

Prof. Hyde first takes occasion to dis- 
pose of the assumption he ascribes to the 
“man on the street that we have any 
legal right to intervene because we be- 
lieve Huerta. is a bad man, who violates 
the Mexican constitution and holds power 
by force. “The point to be emphasized,” 
he says, “is that American rather than 
Mexican interests must lie at the root of 
any interfering or intervening policy on 
the part of the United States,” and he 
cites our intervention in Cuba, which, ac 
cording to the present counselor of the de- 
partment of state, Prof. John Bassett 
Moore, “rested upon the ground that 
there existed in Cuba conditions so n- 
jurious to the United States as a neigh- 
boring nation that they could no longer be 
endured.” 

Prof. Hyde believes that the experiences 
of American citizens in Mexico since 1911 
justify similar action. These experiences, 
losses, and injuries have not been confined 
to those “reasonable and natural inel- 
dents of war” the risk of which foreign 
residents are held to assume in interna- 
tional law. “Lawless acts have been 
committed by armies of every party. and 
| by. brigands attached to none, They have 
"preceded, attended, and followed military 
engagements. Property has been taken 
and destroyed not only as a legitimate in- 
eident of belligerent operations, but also 
under circumstances when the taking or 


| destruction bore not the remotest relation 


thereto.” 

In answer to the suggestion otten ad- 
‘vanced that Americans and other aliens in 
Mexico merit no consideration because 
they are exploiters of its people and its 
resources, Prof. Hyde quotes Bayard’s 
remarks in the Baldwin case in 1888, in 
which Cleveland’s secretary of state 


| points out that “ Mexico, in pursuance of 


a policy of wise development of her mate- 
rial interests has, by numerous legislative 
acts and executive decrees, invited foreign 
capitalists, engineers, miners, and business 
men of skill and enterprise to unite in 
bringing into the market the great wealth, 
mineral as well as agricultural, which re- 


mains as yet unutilized in

What was true in 1888 was even more 
true during the first decade of the twen- 
tieth century, and, while there is no rule 
of law making it incumbent upon the 
United States to intervene on behalf of 
our nationals abroad, Mexico has no stand- 
ing to deny our right to intervene in their 
behalf, since Mexico hag invited or as- 
sented to the establishment of their inter- 
ests under her protection, 

Finally, “respect for the inviolability 
of foreign territory is based upon the as 
sumption that the sovereign thereof pos- 
sesees the power and disposition to exer 
cise control and in the broadest sense to 
administer justice. Nvery nation is ulti- 
mately held rigidly accountable for the 
possession of such power and disposition.” 

The case for intervention so far as lu- 
ternational law and custom are concerned 
is clear. Its necessity, unhappily, seems 
to be growing more and more exigent, but 
the question of policy is not yet foreclosed, 
That is a question larger and far more 
dificult than that of our rights under in-

A statement sometimes made is that 
owners of property in the poor portion of 
town are entitled to high rents because of 
the instability of the population.

Another statement is that bad debts are 
a high figure always. The loss from bad 
debts in 1912 was 2 per cent. Ninety-nine 
per cent of the rents were collected. During 
the year 1912 630 tenants vacated city 
owned premises. Of these 205 left under 
notice from the corporation. 

The corporation has erected two types of 
houses—one for the exceedingly poor, an- 
other for those not so poor.

(b>) In my opinion the actual loss of 53 
points on the shares of stock in question is 
a lose and is deductible. Losses under 
the federal income tax law, I believe, may 
be defined to em any transaction or 
thing whereby the assets of the person or 
corporation have thereby become im- 
paired. 

In the language of the treasury depart- 
ment “The deduction for losses must be in 
respect to losses actually sustained during 
the year and not compensated by insur- 
ande or otherwise. It must be based upon 
the difference between the cost value and 
the salvage value of the property or assets 
ineluding in the latter value such amount, 
ff any, as has in the current or previous 
years been set aside and deducted from 
the gross income by way of depreciation 
and not been paid out in making good such 
depreciation.” It is immaterial whether 
the deductions are evidenced by actual 
disbursements in cash or whether evi- 
denced in such other way as to be prop- 
erly acknowledged by the person or cor- 
poration and so entered on his or its books 
as to constitute a liability against the 
assets of the person or corporation mak- 
ing the return. The words “ actually 
sustained as used in the federal income 
tax law, would seem to refer to liquidated 
Habilities and exclude contingent or pos- 
sible Habilities.

SLAP AT RAY PALMER. 


City Hleetrieian's Figures Con- 
tested; Council Committee 
c May Act Today. 


“ Attempt to falsify,” “falsely labeled,” 
“ false on its face,” “ evasions,”’ “ palpable 
misstatements,” not true,“ and realm of 
fiction,” are some of the stronger phrases 
used in a letter of Drainage Trustees Clark 
and Paullin to the council finance committee 
yesterday. The letter discusses reports and 
communications on the proposed increase 
in cost of street lighting urged by the ma- 
jority trustees of the sanitary district. . 

Prof. B. W. Bemie hae promised to give 
his. decision this afternoon. The minority 
of the drainage board asserts there is no 
need for increasing the price of street light- 
ing because the district is now making money 
at % cent per kilowatt hour. The majority 
trustees say they have no legal right to sell 
below cost and that the cost is 5.9 mills per 
kilowatt hour, as fixed by City Electrician 
Palmer. 


Take Slap at Palmer. 

We assume,” reads the letter of Clark 
and Paullin, “ that if Mr. Palmer had felt he 
was in a position to challenge the criticisms 
made, he would have done so.” 

Drainage Trustee Sullivan, Attorney Ad- 
cock, and Electrical Engineer Mlicott did 
make a reply for the district. , 

Referring to this reply, the Clark-Paullin 
letter says: 

“ As no attempt is made in any of these 
documents to combat the serious charges 
made, it is to be assumed they are held to be 
incontrovertible. These communications, 
because of their evasions and palpable mis- 
statements, cannot fail, in our judgment. to 


convince you of the truth of our representa- 
tlon.“ 


„False Statements” Cited. 
Then alleged misstatements by Ellicott are 


cited and labeled. A couple of samples read: 


“ The writer of the letter, however, ad- 
vances into the realm of fiction on the first 
page of his communication when he states 
that his individual report—meaning his sup- 
pressed report to the president—‘ does not 


deal with the cost of furnishing energy to 


the city.’ It deals with nothing else in its 


latter part.” 
Another false statement contained in Mr. 


Ellicott's letter occurs on page three, last 
paragraph, where he says that depreciation 
and interest were divided in the Ellicott- 
Palmer statement in proportion to the kilo- 
watt hours used.” 

It there ie a discussion at the meeting of 
the council finance committee today, prob- 
ably it will be loud enough to attract a crowd.

PETITION IN TWO WEEKS. 


If Denied, United States Supreme 
Bench Will Be Next Step 
of Defendants. 


An immediate appeal will be taken from 
the affirmation by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals yesterday of the conviction 
of twenty-four members of the International 
Association of Bridge and Structural Iron 


| Workers on the charge of dynamite conspir- 


acy. 

Thirty men were convicted on this charge 
in the United States District court at Indian- 
apolise and given prison sentences. The up- 
per court reversed the conviction in the case 
of six of them and remanded their cases 
back for new trials. 

Those whose convictions were affirmed have 
thirty days in which to file a petition fora 
rehearing in the Court of Appeals. Attorney 
Blijah N. Zoline, counsel for the convicted 
labor men, announced a petition for a rehear- 
ing will be filed within two weeks. If this 
petition is denied, the United States Supreme 
court will be petitioned to take the cases of 
the twenty-four men for hearing on a writ of 
certiorari.

“Fedora” Is a Pleasing 
Addition to Repertory. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 

O cordial was the applause after the geo- 
ond act of Giordano’s “Fedora” that it 
may be assumed its addition to the reper- 
tory of the Chicago opera was heartily 
approved by the public. There was every 

reason for this approval, for the music is as 
grateful as the plot is lurid, and a capable cast 
collaborated in a brilliant performance under 
Director Campanini’s baton. Giordano's talent, 
as its capacities Have achieved definition is this 
work, may be described as eclectic and decora- 
tive. His music accompanies the action without 
impeding it. Sometimes the significance of the 
dramatic moment penetrates the score. More 
often the music contributes nothing more than 
an appropriate utmosphere. But whether he 
sings with the impassioned accent of modern 
Italy, or revives the statlier melodies of an 


eldef generation, or borrows appropriately from 


Russian or Swiss folk music, Giordano remains 
true to that tradition of opera which places 
vocal melody above every other consideration. 

Since the libretto is drawn from Sardou's fa- 
mous drama of like title it doubtless possesses 
some measure of literary value. It has retained 
those commendable condensations of a familiar 
plot which unite the hero and the villain in 
one character and the heroine and the villainess 
in another. For the rest, the first act begins 
with a love song and ends with a murder, a 
pclice investigation, and a death bed scene; love 
and vengeance and a tangle of nihilists’ plots 
keep the second act full of intense interest, 
which moves and thrille beneath the polished 
surface of a scene in a Parisian salon: brief 
happiness, remorse, and suicide occupy the 
scenes of the third act. In short, its sum of 
sensation measures up to the standards of mod- 
ern Italian opera. So the public liked it. 

— 


A brief orchestral prelude announces the theme 
of Fedora’s love song and establishes the mood 
of the work, accomplishing as well some defini- 
tion of the heroine's character. There is a 
lighter moment of brittle, scintillating music 
and sprightly dialogue for the servants of Viadi- 
mir and then the heroine enters to revive the 
melody of the prelude with her song addressed 
to the picture of her betrothed. Thereafter the 
action moves quickly. The wounded Vladimir 
is borne in to die in an adjoining chamber. The 
police, the doctor, and the servants are given 
appropriate musical characterization. The coach- 
man has a fine bit of Russian melody and Fe- 
dcra’s vow of vengeance provides another sol- 
emn if theatrical bit of song. 

In the second act the dramatic dialogue be- 
tween the murderer-lover and the loving aven- 
ger has an unusual background. One of the 
Princess Fedora’s guests is a famous Polish 
pianist, Laszinski, whose solo—capably per- 
formed on this occasion by Spencer Clay—pro- 
vides the accompaniment to their song. The 
tenor’s first solo accomplishes one of the most 
attractive recent revivals of old Italian melody. 
There also is a “brilliant baritone solo in 
successful imitation of Russian melody. The 
last act begins in pastoral mood with the 
horns and flutes echoing the yodeler’s ululant 
song. R has some attractive bite of lighter 
Italian melody and ended with quiet solemnity. 

— 

Mme. White assumed the title role with bril- 
liant results. She sustained the trying first act 

‘finely both as to its musical and its dramatic 
values.. She sang the attractive love song beau- 
tifully and delivered the vow with rare full- 
ness and warmth of tone. In the second act 
she was less fortunate at moments, notably in 
the vital matter of the pitch. But her share of 
the last act was admirable, the death scene 
being notable for its restraint and its beauty 
of spirit. ' 

Mr. Muratore made the aforesaid fragment of 
old Italian melody a perfect bit of pure vocal- 
ism. He was equally convincing in the more 
dramatic scenes, and except when he followed 
Mme. White's example in the matter of devia- 
tions from the tonality and for one unfortunate 
accident with a high A flat in the second act, 
his song was a source of keenest delight.

The frying is a most important part. Greasy 
doughnuts are an abomination and without ex- 
cuse. But the making of the dough is not easy 
for an amateur, for the reason that a moist 
dough is hard for the inexperienced to handle 
and a stiff dough makes a stiff doughnut. 

No, two brands of flour take up the same 
amount of liquid, and nine out of ten dough- 
nut recipes read “flour enough to roll soft,” 
or “the dough should be as soft as can 
handled,” or “use flour enough to roll out 
without sticking.” The regulation amount of 
liquid for a dough is one cup to four cups of 
flour, but the addition of eggs must be taken 
into consideration. ( 

Most of the late doughnut reeipes call for 
three eggs, but the old ones call for a The

JOBS WITH FORD 


Crowd of 10,000 Jams Streets 
to Get Chance at 810, 
000,000 Fund. 


PRAISE FROM REDFIELD. 


Detroit, Mich., Jan. 6.—[Special.]—A crowd 
of 10,000 men jammed the street leading to 
the employment bureau of the Ford Motor 
C oon Bday in an effort to obtain 
positions and benefit by the distribution of 
the $10,000,000 fund set aside by the company 
for its employés. 

So great was the crush that at 9 o'clock 
the officials of the qeampany announced no 
men would be employed today. The 5,000 
who will de added to the foro will be taken 
on later. 

Henry Ford, president of the company, to- 
day explained the new style which will be 
put into effect. He said it would reduce the 
working hours from nine to eight a day and 
add to every man's pay a snare of the profits 
of the house. Hereafter the smallest amount 
to be received by any man over 22 years of 
age will be $5 a day, instead of $2.34, the 
present minimum. 


Sees “Social Advance.” 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—[Special.]—A 
‘‘ social advance and a recognition of the 
value of man in industry were Secretary 
of Commerce Redfield’s characterizations to- 
day of the Ford Motor company plan to dis- 
tribute a $10,000,000 melon to employés.

SHIP’S OFFICERS 
RESCUE FIVE MEN 


Plunge Into Sea and Save 
Sailors of Wrecked Tank 
Steamer Whien Life- 
boat Capsizes. 


tails of Tragedy; Crew Tells 
of Six Lost Before 
Their Eyes. 


New York, Jan. 6.—Thirteen survivors were 
accounted for tonight out of the thirty-eight 
men aboard the tank steamer Oklahoma 
when it broke in two last Sunday in a storm 
of Barnegat. 

Another story of heroic rescue was written 
besides the tale told\ by the wireless that 
brought the first news of the disaster. Until 
the Booth liner Gregory, fresh from a voyage 
2,000 miles up the Amazon, steamed into 
port today the eight men taken off the Okla- 
homa by the steamship Bavaria were believed 
to be the only ones saved. But the Gregory 
had five more of the shipwrecked crew that 
its officers had dragged out of the sea at the 
risk of their own lives. So the Oklahoma's 
death list stood at twenty-five tonight. 


Six Drown Near Rescue. 

Of the Oklahoma's crew of thirty-eight, 
eleven manned the boat thet reached the 
Gregory, ninetgen took to the other boat, and 
eight stayed aboard, to be saved by the Ba- 
varia. Of the larger boatload probably all 
are lost. Of the eleven in the smaller boat 


| six were drowned when the boat capsized.

The Gregory sighted the Oklahoma's life- 


boat at 1:20 p. m. on Sunday. The benumbed 
sailors had hoisted a sail which enabled them 
to keep their craft from being overwhelmed 
by the gigantoe seas.

Keep that sail up.“ Capt. Aspinwall bel - 
lowed as soon as he came within halling dis- 
tance. But the shipwrecked men failed to 
obey. They dropped thei sail and their boat 
immediate:y lost its steerageway and turned 
over. 

Officers Plunge Into Sea. 

Then one after the other the three chief 
officers of the Gregory, without waiting to 
throw off peajackets or boots, plunged over 
the side. Each officer seized a struggling 
sailor and brought him to the ship’s side to 
be hauled aboard, then went back to where 
the life boat was floating bottom side up and 
rescued three more. The first man hauled 
aboard died on thedeck. The other five were 
kept alive after hard work by surgeon and 
crew. 

One man was seen swimming near the ship. 
Capt. Aspinwall heaved him a life buoy at the 
end of a line. The man had it in his grasp 
when a great wave heeled the ship over, and 
hen it swung back the man Rüd disap- 
peared. 

The life boat then righted itself and as it 
floated past the crew of the Gregory saw a 
man jammed under the seat. 

Officer Buck wanted to jump in after him, 
but his captain held him back, for the boat 
had been so long upside down that the sailor 
could not possible have lived. Nothing was 
seen of the other four members of the boat’s 
crew after the boat capsized. 


ASSERTS 75 WERE DROWNED.

Merchants Found Guilty by Jury of 
Selling Goods Under Pretense Stuff 
Was Bankrupt Steck. 


Frank Nerad and his son, Otto, merchants 
at 1833 Blue Island avenue, were found 
guilty by a jury yesterday of violating the 
Illinois fraudulent advertising act. Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney P. J. Murphy, who pros- 
ecuted the case before Municipal Judge Fake, 
said it was the first conviction ever obtained 
under the act.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—[Special.]—Va- 
ried effect of the competition of the parcel 
post on the business of the express com- 
panies was disclosed today in reports of 
these concerns made to the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

It appears from these reports that the par- 
eel post has not proved the staggering blow 
to the express business that was expected 
a year ago. Of the eleven express companies 
doing business in the United States, six show 
a substantial increase of earnings in spite 
of the competition. Of the five big compa- 
nies two gained and three lost business. The 
Adams company showed the largest increase 
and Welle- Fargo the greatest decrease in 
revenue. 


Changes in Three Months. 

The reports made to the commission are for 
the business of July, August, and September, 
1913. The revenue of the companies for this 
period and the increases and decreases as 
compared with the identical period in 1912, 
which was before the establishment of the

Forced to Decrease Rates. 

Undoubtedly the competition would have 
made greater inroads upon the business of 
the express companies had not the latter 
generally reduced rates and changed Weir 
methods of operation so as to meet the de- 
mands of the public 

Then, too, much of the businees which has 
gone over to the government consists of the 
unprofitable long hauls, while the express 
companies have retained a large proportion 
of their profitable short haul business. 

With the increase of the limit in weight and 
decrease in rates being inaugurated in the 
parcel post, however, the express companies 
will be compelled to reduce their rates still 


further or suffer the loss of considerable |. 


business. 


ZONE FARES FOR INTERURBANS | 


Wisconsin Railroad Commission Puts 
Into Effect System Which Is 
Used in Europe. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 6.—[Special.}—The 
state railroad commigsion, in explanation of 
its recent ruling, giving a new set of inter- 
urban railroad fares put of Milwaukee, says 
it is putting into effect a test of the Buropean 
system of zone fares, and that if the experi- 
ment proves successful it. may mean new: 
methods of fixing trolley fares throughout 
the country. 

In Milwaukee the new fare schedule pro- 
vides for 2 centa for each mile of track be- 
yond the city limits. 

Thus a suburb six miles from the city would 
be on the basis of 4 cents for the fare to the 
city limits and 12 cents for tlie remainder 
of the distance.

BIG SURPRISE TO MARKET 


Two Issues Center of Attention, 
Both Undergoing Impor- 
tant Price Changes. 


New York, Jan. 6.—The feature of today’s 
stock market was the announcement at mid- 
day of Union Pacific's intention to distribute 
its holdings of Baltimore and Ohio shares 
in the form of a stock dividend approximat- 
ing 33 per cent. Coincident with this, how- 
ever, it also was stated that the dividend so 
declared would be offset by a reduction in 
the regular Union Pacific dividend from 10 to 
8 per cent. 

The Baltimore and Ohio stock owned by the 
company is valued at about $82,000,000. Be- 
sides this. each shareholder will receive $3. 
per share in cash. The executive committee 
of the road will lay the recommendation for 
the stock distribution before the board of 
directors on Thursday. 

The news was preceded and followed by 
considerable excitement and violent fluctua- 
tions in Union Pacific and Baltimore and 
Ohio issues, the former advancing smartly 
and the latter declining correspondingly. In 
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fact, Baltimore and ‘Ohio common today at- 
tained its lowest level in same years. 


U. P. Convertibles Pall Sharply. 

The market for the Union:Pacific converti- 
bles was badly hurt by announcement of the 
“melon.” The price fell 2% points on heavy 
selling. There are $38,738,800 of these bonds 
and they are convertible into common stock 
at 175 up to July, 1917. The reason for the 
weakness is obvious. 

As an 8 per cent stock it is not at all likely 
that Union Pacific will sell at 175 within the 
period spectfied. In effect, therefore, the 
conversion privilege will become worthless 
and henceforth the bonds will sell simply on 
their merits as a 4 per cent investment. 

Union Pacific's secret was well kept. It 
was a case of a meion which grew over 
night. Wall street was as completely sur- 
prised by the announcement of the extra 
distribution as were the unlucky shorts in 
Union Pacific stock. As a matter of fact, 
however, there were intimations that some- 
thing of this kind was contemplated as early 
as Monday afternoon, but they were prompt- 
ly rejected as a variation of the old ctories 
of last fall and were not widely circulated. 

There was selling of Baltimore and Ohio 
from the very start and Union Pacific stead- 
ily gained in strength. Movements in this 
stock are always made in desperate fashion. 


B. & O. Now Cheap Stock. 

Baltimore and Ohio is now the cheapest 6 
per cent stock on the list. Like Southern 
Pacific a few months ago the expectation 
seems universal that it must go lower be- 
cause of the dislocation of the market result- 
ing from the forthcoming big increase in 
the floating supply. 

With the example of the Southern Pacific 
episode fresh in mind the stage seems to be 
set for a big speculation for the decline in 
Baltimore. But there is this. important dif- 
ference between the two incidents which 
should not be lost sight of. In the former 
instance the subscriber had to pay for his 
stock; in the latter the stock is given to him 
outright. Even in the Southern Pacific case 
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The pyblic showed its willingness in most 


unpropitious times to buy a good thing when 
it was undeniably cheap. This fact may have 
an important bearing on the question of hew 
much of the Baltimore and Ohio released 
stock really will come to market. 


U. P. Price Estimated at 125. 
With the distribution on Union Pacific, figs 


ured out at 32.04 per cent, deducted from the 
present market price of the stock, Union Pa- - 


cific would sell around 125. As a 10 per cent 
stock at 157 the investment yield is 6.87 per 
cent. As an 8 per cent stock at 125 the In- 
come yield would be 6.40 per cent. But itis 
entirely likely that the stock at the lower 
figure would look very much cheaper to the 
majority of people. Union Pacific has al- 
ways been a rich man's stock, but now the 
declaration of a melon will put it into a more 
popular range. 

The stock list as a whole today was strong 
for the greater part of the session, opening 
gains in the more speculative iasues extend- 
ing from 1 to 2 points. Towards the end of 
the morphing session, however, prices yielded 
in most quarters and business fell away. In 
the final dealings the activity of the first hour 
was resumed to the accompaniment of. a 
wider buying movement, in which all the 
more seasoned issues, as well as numerous 
specialties, participated. Baltimore and 
Ohio shares were the only notable exceptions, 
the common and preferred losing 3 and 2% 
points, respectively.
